This began 
with the repeal of the purchasing clause 
of the Shemhan law by which the gold 
standard was established, and it has been 
increasing in intensity since then. Office- 
holders here were made to understand 
that the nearest approach to presidential 
favor and to the good graces of the heads 
of departments was by the route of ‘‘per- 
nicious activity’ in politics. And for this 
reason there has been more of it during 
the past three years than in any adminis- 
tration since the days of reconstruction. 
The Platform of 1892. 

This brings up the national democratic 
platform of 1892, when Mr. Cleveland was 
nominated for the term which he is now 
serv'ng. By way of indorsement of the vig- 
orous “anti-interference in election" policy 
of President Cleveland’s first term, and in 
condemnation of the act’on of federal office- 
holders in President Harr:son’s term, the 
following plank was unanimously adopted 
at the democratic national convention of 
1892: 

“Public office is a public trust. We re- 
affirm the declaration of the democratic 
national convention of 1876 for the reform 
of the: civil service, and we eall for the 
honest enforcement of all laws regulating 
the same. The nomination of a president, 
as in the recent republican convention, 
by delegations composed largély of his 
appointees, holding office at his pleasure, 
is a scandalous satire upon free, popular 
institutions and a startling illustration of 
the methods by which a president may 
gratify his ambition. We denounce. a pol- 
icy under which federal office holders usurp 
control of party conventions in the states, 
and we pledge the democratic party to 
the reform of these and all other abuses 
which threaten individual liberty and local 
self-government.” 

Puts the Party in a Bad Fix. 

The disparity between this declaration 
of the party and the result which followed 
is too plain to require comment, but it puts 
the democratic party in a position of es- 
topment from criticising other administra- 
tions which might follow for doing what 
is now being done so openly among the 
federal office holders. The repubficans are 
rejoicing at this, for they say that the sting 
of any further democratic criticism on this 
line is removed. i: 

This phase of the administration conduct 
is one of the most inexplicable things of 
the remarkable career of the little circle 
which has been doing business at Wash- 
ington for the past three years, in abso- 
lute disregard of the wishes of the party, 
either in congress or at large. Some day 
it may be all made clear, but now nobody 
understands it.

Put Free Coinage Senators Say the 
Vice President Has Done Noth- 
ing To Help Whip the Fight. 
Washington, June 5.—(Special)—““Who 
will probably be the democratic candidate 


for presiden:?”’ I asked of Senator Jones, of ‘ 


Arkansas, today. 

‘That's a matter for the future. I have 
no particular choice. We simply want a 
strong man, and one in whom the people 
have configgfice. I rather think it would 
be inadvisable to name a southern man. 
There are plenty of good, strong men in the 
west. 

‘“‘My idea,’’ he continued, “is that we 
should make the financial question para- 
mount in this campaign. We should elim. 
inate all other matters. The tariff ques- 
tion has been settled as a great issue. The 
present tariff, with a few revenue-produc- 
ing changes, meets all requirements. 

“The people want to put aside all other 
issues for the present and settle the finan- 
cial question. With that the issue and 
with a straight free coinage candidate we 
shall win. I have no sort of doubt of 
that. This country wants silver restored. 

‘“‘We must simply nominate a man who 
stands for that and who is conservative 
in all things, honest and clean, and he will 
be elected, 

“Now that we have th@ convention we 
must guard against being too extreme or 
radical; that is, I mean we should not nom- 
inate any but a man in whom the country 
has confidence. I don’t care what his name 
As or exactly from what state he hails.’’ 

I talked with a number of other lead- 
ing senators and members today. Scores 
of names of possibilities were suggested, 
but no one man seems to have been cen- 
tered upon. All seem to think that the 
right man will be found, and there is the 
strongest sort of a sentiment here that the 
democrats will elect the next president and 
house of representatives. 

Unseating the Democrats.

Lock- 
hart, of Nerth Carolina, was unseated this 
morning and a pcpulist given his place. 
This afternoon late, after uproarious 
scenes in the house, Downey, of Illinois, 
the only democrat from that state, was 
unseat2d and Rinaker, a republican, given 
his seat. 

Mr. Underwocd, of Alabama, will prob- 
ably be the next democrat unseated, and 
he will make the twelfth democrat to be 
thrown out. Two Alabama democrats have 
already been unseated. Underwood will be 
the third from that state. The republicans 
of the house think they may be able to 
cause Alabama to go against the demo- 
crats in the November election, conse- 
quently their action in turning down all 
the democrats whose seats have been con-

THE RAINY SEASON HAS SET IN 


And the Troops Have Been Compelled 
To Abandon the Field. 


THE INSURGENTS ARE NOT HANDICAPPED 


By the Weather, but Are Still Waging 
War—General Lee Confers with 
General Weyler. 


Havana. June 3, via Tampa, Fla., June 


5.—The dry season can be considered prac- 


tically closed. The last fifteen days it has. 


been raining fearfuily. In Havana the 
rains have .been periodical for the last 
week, beginning at abcut 2 o’clock in the 
afterncon and Imsting until 6 or 7 o'clock. 
In the country, from reports received all 
around, the rainfall has been considerable. 
It is said that the Majana swamp, form- 
ing the southern section of the trocha or 
military line from Mariel, has overflowed, 
and that the trenches and ditches which 
had been made have all disappeared. In 
consequence of this state of things the mil- 
itary operations—at least on the Spanish 
side—have come to a standstill. All the 
troops are cooped up in the towns in the 
interior untouched by the rebels, and the 
fortified cities on the coast. Not so with 
the insurgents, for this is the appropriate 
season for them, as it’ permits them to 
rove unmolested throughout the country, 
thus justifying their boasts that they are 
the masters of the fields. . 

As a result of the climatic change the 
terrible scourge—yelllow .fever—has made 
its appearance, and it is said is playing 
havoc to an alarming extent, particularly 
with the troops. The government tries 
to hide the truth, but somehow it man- 
ages to leak out, and, although no accurate 
data can be obtained, for no statistics are 
allowed to be published, it is known that 
the malady has extended all over the is- 
land and the death rate is very great. In 
some places as, for instance, the military 
line, it is known that there are hundreds 
attacked with this terrible malady, and 
that it is increasing daily in alarming pro- 
portions. Smallpox has also made its ap- 
pearance in many towns. and cities, espe- 
cially in Sancti Spiritus and Cienfuegos, 
and in the latter -place ninety-six deaths 
occurred last month, there being 196 cases 
now on record. . 

That General Weyler has failed in his 
Cuban campaign is admitted by everybody, 
even the rabid Spaniards. His unfitness 
to cope with the insurgents is. manifested 
daily. No outward demonstrations have 
been made yet, 
tions denunciations are made of his inabil- 
ity to quell the revolution. Spaniards are 
getting despondent, and the emigration 
of their’ prominent leaders, including their 
boss, Santos Guzman, is signficant as tend- 
ing to show the loss of fafth in their cause, 
which they now consiéer doomed. 

The Madrid papers have already initiat- 
ed a campaign against Weyler, Some are 
very bitter in their atacks, tas, for insance, 
La Paz recently started to defend the au- 
tonomist solution for Cuba. Another as 
the ‘“‘Ejercito Espanol” has attracted a 


great deal of attention on account of its 


high authority, it being the organ of Gen- 
‘eral Lopez Dominguez, ex-minister of war, 
the ablest general of*the Spanish army. 
It has published two leading editorials 
criticising Weyler’s tactics and strongly 
defending General Bernal from the charges 
made against him in the Cacarajicara af- 
fair, which is judged very severely. 

The Belmont extradition case is attract- 
ing some attention here. It is Known on 
good authority that the government will 
deny the extradition of Mendoga on the 
ground that he first committed a crime 
here, for which he has to be tried hy the 
Spanish courts, and, if found guilty, must 
suffer the penalty here before handing 
him over to the American authorities. It 
is believed here that no complications will 
arise from Spain’s refusal to.deliver Men- 
doza, as she is perfectly justified according 
to the international laws. Prominent law- 
yers consulted agree on this point. 


How They Were Convicted. 


Washington, June 5—The senate com- 
mittee on foreign relations this afternoon 
removed the injunction .of secrecy from 
the testimony in relation to Cuban affairs 
of Messrs. [Frederick W. Lawrence and 
Rev. A. J. Diaz. 

Lawrence, referring to the arrest of Al- 
fred La Borde and Milton, who were on 
the Competitor, said. that so far as the 
testimony of the men who captured them 
before the court martial went, it showed 
that neither of the men had arms upon 
their persons. They were taken to Havana, 
tried by general court martial against the 
energetic protest of the United States cun- 
sul general and condemned to death, their 
sentences being delayed by the Madrid 
government at the request of Secretary 
Olney. From an American point of view, 
these prisoners were not assisted by coun- 
sel, but from a Spanish point of view they 
had counsel. This counsel consisted of a 
lieutenant in the navy, who asked no ques- 
tions, and who cross-examined no. wit- 
nesses. No witnesses were produced but 
Captain Burton and the other officers of 
the Mensajerra. This lieutenant asked for 
clemency for LaBorde on account of the 
illustrious place his name had borne in .the 
Spanish navy, and for Milton. because he 
was not there for the purpose of fighting, 
but merely in his business as a newspaper 
correspondent. 

When asked if any evidence was given at 
the trial to show how far the Competitor 
was from the shore when captured, Mr. 
Lawrence said there was no evidence given 
whatever on any subject. The men were 
tried about a week after their arrest, and 
when Consul General Williams was toid 
by the judge advocate that the investiga- 
tion was to be a “summary trial,’’ Mr. 
Willams refused to lend recognition to, 
and protested against the trial. 

No officer of the United States tonsular 
service was present at the trial. Neither 
the prosecutor nor the counsel for the 
defense asked a single question of anybody. 
Not a particle of testimony was offered ex- 
cept that of the Spanish officers. An in- 
terpreter was present, but he did not make 
his presence known to the prisoners until 
they were asked if they had anything to 
say in their own defense. The counsel for 
the Americans did not tell them what the 
statements of the Spanish officers contain- 
ed: he did not, so far as witness, who was 
at the trial throughout, heard, say one 
word to the men he was supposed to be 
defending. Witness had every reason ‘to 
believe that the counsél could not speak 
English, and the whole trial was conducted 
in Spanish. 

The men were even asked if they had 
anything to say in the Spanish language. 
William Gildea, the last of the five men 
tried together, replied to the interpreter: 

“All I have got to say is, I do not under- 
stand one word that has been said for me 
or against me, and, at any rate, I appeal 
to both the British and American consuls.”’ 

The court made its finding within fifteen 
minutes after Gildea made this statement. 
Before the trial, Gildea made a statement 
that he was a poor sailor, and went on 
board the Competitor thinking she was 
bound for Sable Keys fishing: that = he 
knew nothing of the nature of the business 
until after it started. LaBorde claimed 
that his ship had been hired to do fishing, 
but that he was held up by a revolver and 
ordered to go to Cuba.

The excitement occasioned 
by the threatened duel continues to grow. 
The affair has restored much of Marshal 
Campos’s popularity. 

Rebels Reported Whipped. 

Havana, June 5.—Two dynamite cartridges 
have been exploded under the Canas bridge, 
province of Matanzas. The damage done 
to the structure was slight. 

Galixto Garcia, the rebel leader, who was 
last reported to be near Jiguani, is now at 
Victoria de las Tunas. 

Engagements at Corral Falso and Limo- 
nar, province of Matanzas, have resulted in 
rebel defeats. The insurgents lost forty- 
eight killed, The troops lost one killed and 
fourteen wounded. 

The flotilla sent to the assistance of the 
troops at Baracoa has succeeded in cap- 
turing the port of ‘Maravi, which was in 
possession of the rebels. 


Gen. Lee Interviews Gen. Weyler. 


Havana, June 5.—Censul General Fitz- 
hugh Lee visited General Weyler today. 
The interview was cordial]. In the course 
of the conversation General Lee touched 
upon the case of Dawley, the correspond- 
ent of Harper’s Weekly, who was arrest- 
ed two days ago and is now confined in 
Morro castle. General Weyler, it is said, 
promised that a prompt investigation would 
be made into the matter. It is believed 
that Dawley will be soon released on con- 
dition that he leave the island. 


TO DETECT “FILLED CHEESE.” 


What Brought Aboutjthe Passage of 
the Bill. 

Washington, June 5.—(Special.)—The ‘‘fill- 
ed cheese’’ bill has passed the senate, and 
will perhaps become a law before congress 
adjourns, 

The bill provides that “‘filled cheese" shall 
be stamped as such. A tax of l-cent a 
pound is levied upon it. In addition, a tax 
of $250 is imposed upon each manufacturer 
and $200 upon each wholesale dealcr. 

The bill was proposed as a protection 
to manufacturers and consumers of genu- 
ine cream cheese. 

Filled cheese is made from skimmed milk. 
With such is mixed the leaf lard of the 
hog and other fats to replace the cream. 

The average consumer of cheese. cannot 
detect the spurious from the genuine 
article. ! 

This was evidenced in the senate restau- 
rant several days ago. A New York mem- 
ber Was lunching with several senators. 
They were discussing filled cheese. ‘‘You 
cannot detect it by taste,’’ said :he New 
Yorker; “‘but there is a way to tell.” ‘ 

Suiting action to his words, he cut a 
thin slice of cheese from the picce ,before 
him and held it up to the light. 

“This is filled cheese,’’ he said. *’See the 
particles of raw lard in it.’’ Every one 
looked and saw it. “In hot weather,” he 
continued, ‘‘filled cheese sweats. You can 
always tell it from that, Naturally, raw 
lard is injurious to the stomach.” 

This incident when it became known 
aroused the ire of senators. They were in- 
dignant that they shoul@ have been fed 
on filled cheese. Their knowledge that they 
had been imposed upon led to the passage 
of the bill.

DEATH AT THE END OF A ROPE. 
On the Scaffold Windrath Yells In- 
cessantly—He Tried To Escape. 
Chicago, June 5.—After having once been 
respited within sight of the gallows, in or- 
der that the question of his mental condi- 
tion might be passed upon by a special 
jury, with the result that he was found to 
be sane, Joseph Windrath, one of the 
slayers of Carey B. Birch, receiver of the 
West Chicago Street Car Company, was 
hanged at the county jail this afternoon. 

The drop fell at 12:01 o’clock. 

Several times during the morning the 
condemned man gave way to wild par- 
oxyms of rage, and an hour before his 
hanging made a desperate effort to escape 
from the room in which he was awaiting 
the end. He was overpowered, however, 
by the guards, and his arms pinioned. On 
the scaffold and up to the moment the drop 
fell he shouted incessantly at the top of 
his voice: ‘Matt, open the bandbox,”’ a 
phrase which has been on his tongue ever 
since his conviction, and the constant repe- 
tition of which. furnished the grounds for 
the claim that he was insane. The pre- 
liminaries on the scaffold proceeded but 
two minutes. To his attorneys this morn- 
ing Windrath reiterated his denial of any 
complicity in Birch’s murder.

Cincinnati, O., June 5.—At the opening 
of the Walling trial this morning Judge 
Helm ruled that all of Walling’s damag- 
ing admissions as related by Reporter 
Anthony on Thursday should be admitted.

He said that 
on the afternoon of January 3list he saw 
Alonzo Walling and a young woman, an- 
swering Pearl Bryan’s description. The 
girl was weeping. She was constantly 
talking to Walling, who seemed to turn 
a deaf ear to her entreaties. 

Kinney’s identification of Walling was 
intensely dramatic. Turning around in 
the witness box he pointed out Walling’s 
reddening face and declared: 

“I can never forget that man nor that 
girl.’’ 3 

Walling eyed the witness and attempted 
to smile. 

Dr. Dickoer’s testimony was the same 
as that given in the Jackson trial to the 
effect that the mud found on Jackson’s 
trousers corresponded with the character 
of the soil found on Pearl Bryan’s body. 

Four more witnesses were exanrined, but 
there was nothing new in their testimony.

WHEN THE NATIONAL REPUBILI- 
CAN CONVENTION MEETS. 


The Convention Hall Is Ready for 
Occupancy—Colonel Heath Talks 
' About McKinley. 


St. Louis, Mo. June 5.—Colonel Perry 
Heath, ex-journalist of Cincinnati, and just 
now avant courier of the MeKinley .inva- 
sion of St. Louis, fs im deep anxiety to- 
night over what he forcibly denominates an 
underhand attempt to defeat the Ohioan’s 
nomination. He names Hon. Thomas C. 
Platt, of New York, as director of thé an- 
ti-McKinley move. He says that Platt has 
given’ out the information publicly that he 
will not be in St. Louis until next Wednes- 
day, when all the other leaders are ex- 
pected here, but that privately he has noti- 
fied all those members of the committee 
who are supposed not to be bound to Mc- 
Kinley, that he will be here Monday morn- 
ing and “‘would like to meet them in pri- 
vate conference for the discussion of bus- 
iness of very vital importance to the party.”’ 

One of the committeemen thus written to 
has communicated with Mr. Heath, 

Mr. Heath does not know exactly who of 
the committeemen are against McKinley, 
but he names, among the probabilities, 
Clarkson, Manley and certain members 
from New England, with Wright Cuney, of 
Texas, and A. H. Leonard, of Louisiana. 

“The methed to be used to defeat the 
Ohioan,”’ said Colonel Heath, ‘‘is a desper- 
ate one; but it will be ‘tried. It is well 
known the national committee is to meet 
at the Southern hotel at noon Wednesday 
to begin the work of making up the tem- 
porary roll of the convention, which as- 
sembles the following Tuesda 

“Ever since the opposition to Major Mc- 
Kinley has realized that the Ohioan’s boom 
could not be checked by the ordinary meth- 
ods, it has schemed to use the advantage 
given it in the control of the national com- 
mittee to defeat McKinley, ff possible, by 
recognizing aH the anti-McKinley contest- 
ing delegates who could show the slightest 
claim, and giving them the seats in the 
convention with the expectation that they 
would force men of their own selection on 
the credentials committee, and thus secure 
a firm footing in permanent organization 
of the convention,” 

Colonel Heath will be joined Monday by 
Judge A. C. Thompson, of Gallipolis, a 
leading member of the Ohio delegation and 
one of the McKinley managers. 

General Grosvenor will also come on 
that date, if congress adjourns Saturday. 

Sergeant-at-Arms Byrnes has been busy 
all day trying to get in order the deluge of 
mail and telegraphic applications for door 
keeper, usher, assistants and messengers 
under hig control. Mr. Byrnes has a pro- 
visional list made up of the 600 to be ap- 
pointed, but the final selections will be 
made after the committee meets here, 

Each national committeeman will Tre- 
ceive twenty-five tickets, the delegates 
three and the alternates two. The Grand 
Army of the Republic will also receive sev- 
eral hundred tickets, The seating capacity 
of the hall is above 14,000, and there will 
be a ticket for every seat. 

Among the arrivals today was Colonel 
Fred Brackett, of Baltimore. Colonel Brack- 
ett is a well-known republican from Mary- 
land, and will be at the convention in the 
capacity of assistant sergeant-at-arms.

PRESS REPRESENTATIVES 
AT ST. LOUIS CONVENTION. 


FOUR HUNDRED AND EIGHTEEN 
SEATS IN THE PRESS STAND. 


The Metropolitan Papers Will Get Six 
Seats Each—Chicago and St. 
Louis Papers Share Alike. 


St. Louis,, Mo., June 5.—Arrangements 
have been made for the seating of the 
press representatives in the “national re- 
publican convention and the 418 seats in 
the press stand have been allotted among 
the metropolitan newspapers of the United 
States. 

The United Press and Southern Associa- 
ted Press and the Chicago Associated 
Press. have been allotted six seats each 
on either side. of the chairman’s desk. 

The papers of New York, Chicago and 
St. Louls will get the greatest number of 
seats each. 

It has been decided to give to The 
Journal, Sun, Herald, World and Tribune, 
of New York, six seats each and to The 
Brooklyn Eagle, New York Mail and Ex- 
press, Evening Post, Daily News, Tele- 
gram two or three seats each. 

Provisions have also been made for seats 
for correspondents of the leading ‘Phila- 
delphia, Baltimore and Boston papers. The 
papers of the principal interior cities are 
also taken care of on the basis of one or 
two seats, according to the size of the 
city and importance of the paper. The 
Chicago newspapers will stand on the 
same footing as the St. Louis newspapers 
in regard to distribution of correspondents’ 
seats. Each St. Louis paper will be al- 
lowed six seats in the press stand, but 
as a matter of courtesy they will take 
the seats farthest removed from the chair- 
man’s table. ! 

Country papers will not find room in the 
press stand, owing to the- great demand 
made upon the accommodations by. the 
metropolitan papers. An effort has been 
made to secure one hundred seats for the 
interior press of Missouri, but it is not 
likely that-it will be successful. It will 
simply be a question of room that must 
be met, and the committee is already 
puzzled to find accommodations for the 
men from the big cities. 


OREGON’S ELECTION. 


Ellis, Republican, Has Gained a Lead 
Over Quinn, Populist. ; 

Portland. Ore., June 5.—Ellis, republican, 
has gained a lead of 192 over Quinn, popu- 
list, in the second congressional district 
fight since last night. The fight in both the 
first and second districts is so close that 
nothing shert of a contest will decide who 
is elected. The latest figures obtained give 
sixty-one republican members of the legis- 
lature out of ninety. Thomas H. Tongue, 
republican, in the first district, is sixty- 
seven behin‘l. There fs one precinct, sup- 
posed to be populistic, in Klamath county, 
which has not been heard from, which gives 
thirty-five to forty-five for the populistic 
candidate. , 

At the republican state central commit- 
tee headquarters the claim is made this 
morning that Ellis was elected by, 200 plu- 
ality. With six precincts not counted in 
his county, the vote in the second district 
stands: Quinn, populist, 11,057; Ellis, repub- 
lican, 11,087.

The Depression in Business Is General 
Throughout the Country, 


COLLECTIONS ARE VERY BAD 


Quietness of Trade Is Clearly Snown 
by the Bank Clearings. 


ONLY TWICE IN THE PAST THIRTEEN YEARS 


Have May Clearings Shown a Falling 
Off from April—Despondency 
Reigns Supreme. 


New York, June 5.—Bradstreets tomor- 
row will say: 

“General trade continues depressed in al- 
most all lines. Demand is smaller than a 
week ago, and request for and offerings of 
commercial paper have decreased. Mercan- 
‘tile collections continue complained of, 
and the tendency of prices, particularly 
of cereals, sugar, coffee, *pork, products, 
cotton and cotton goods and iron and steel 
continues downward. 

“At the south the more favorable feat- 
ures are the rain which visited South Car- 
olina, Georgia and Aldbama with benefit 


to the crops, about one-sixth increase in 


the cotton acreage of Texas, higher prices 
for resin and a larger volume of business 
at Nashville, Charleston and Baltimore, 
Nebraska’s crop prospects were never bet- 
ter. There is a moderate increase in de- 
mand for dry. goods at Chicago, but busi-. 
ness tnere generally is disappearing. The 
check to trade at St. Louis is in part the 
result of delays in distygibution of merchan- 
dise on account of the late storm, Unsea- 
sonable cool weather and rain have inter- 
fered with the retail trade in territory trib- 
utary to Kansas City. 

‘‘May bank clearings, 16895, are heavily 
reduced, reflecting the quietness in trade 
and speculation. They srow not only a 
heavy falling off from May a year ago, but 
are smaller than the April total, something 
which has occurred only twice in thirteen 
years. Total clearings at sixty-nine cities 
for May aggregate $4,218,000,000—a decrease 
of 13 per cent from April lst this year, 

“The total number of business failures 
throughout the United States this week, as 
reported to Bradstreets, is 236; compared 
with 227 last week, and 236 in the first week 
of June, 1895. 

‘Makers of cotton for export are doing 
relatively the best’ business. Over-supply 
of cotton fabrics continues to depress 
prices. Much woolen goods machinery — 
continue idle, and sales of w&bdlens for fall 
delivery have not held up, as expected, 
Shoes continue firm, and factories report a 
large number of orders on hand, which « 
strengthens leather and hides. Iron and 
steel prices in some instances are main- 
tained by the strength of pools. Either 
consumers are resisting demands of com- 
binations by withholding orders, or nearby: 
wants for staple makes of iron and steel 
have been over estimated, Production tends 
to decrease. 

Dun & Co. Have No Good News.- 

Dun & Co, will say tomorrow in their 
weekly review of trade: | 

“Failures for the week were 234 in the 
United States, against 1% last year, and 
29 in Canada, against 25 last year. It is 
highly suggestive that with as little help as 
there is now from new business markets 
are so nearly maintained. The opinion 
gains ground that more active business ig 
to be expected after the conventions have 
been held, and the safety and sufficiency 
of crops have been assured. Decline in 
wheat and cotton has helped marketing 
the surplus, so that exports have been 
more liberal. : 

“The hardest problem of the day is 
whethe: iron +nd steel prices can be main- 
tained, as they have been during the past 
week. The nail associations have failed 
thus far to win over competitors who un- 
derseli them, and are able to manufacture 
75,000 kegs, against every 100,000 of the 
concerns in the association. The bar as- 
sociation asks for iron more than the sell- 
ing price of steel bars. Open hearth bil- 
lets are more freely sold at Pittsburg below 
the price asked for bessemer, and middle- 
men are still selling bessemer billets about 
$1 below the price fixed by the pool. Nate-. 
urally the doubt regarding maintenance 
of prices greatly checks the demand for 
the present, but belief that a much larger 
demand is certain and will not be long de- 
layed, is the one thing which prevents con- 


siderable decline. 
‘The textile manufacturers are waiting 


with some cotton goods reduced still fur. 
ther in price, and ginghams to the lowest 
point ever known, while no increase a 
pears in the demand. Sales of wool still 
fall below half the quantity required for 
a full consumption, and prices’ have fure 
ther declined.”’ 


RUNNING AT A LOSS. 


Massachusetts Mills Situation Grows 
Worse—What Mr. Coolidge Says. 
Boston, Mass., June 5.—(Special.)—Hon. 

TT. Jefferson Coolidge, treasurer of the 

Amoskeag mills, and a Chicago, Burlington 

and Quincy director, who has just return- 

ed from a trip throughout the west, gives 
his views of the mill and political situa- 
tion as follows: 

“The mill situation has turned out to 
be as I have been predicting for a year 
past. The situation at present is worse 
than it has ever been. The gingham, blue 
goods and print cloth mills are, as a rule, 
all running at a loss, including the big 
mills at Lowell, Manchester; Fall River, 
New Bedford and other mill cities, al- 
though I think the mills making common 
brown goods, such as sheetings, drills, etc., 
are making a small profit. ; 

‘The Amoskeag mills are now running 
on two-thirds time and I think it very 
likely they will have to stop running dur- 
ing the summer months,’ and other milis 
will probably have to do the same. The 
majority of mills are now running on short 
time. ; 

‘The mills, as a rule, are pretty well sup- 
plied with cotton at a little less price than 
it would cost now, otherwise they would 
now be running at a loss. I look for no. 
change in business for the better until the 
political outlook is settled. Nothing but 
the elections in November will settle that, 
and I don’t think we will eventually get 
down to good business until both the tariff 
and the silver questions are finally sete 
tled.”’

“Discontent of the Great West” is fhe 
title of a remarkable story published in 
last Sunday’s edition of ‘The New York

which has prevailed since the war, and in 
doing so he presents tables and figures 
which present in striking form ail that the 
advocates of a change in the present firan- 
cial system have maintained. 

The Herald presents a map which would 
be, if reproduced here, familiar to the read- 
ers of ‘The Constitution, because it is in 
all essential details the map which The 
Constitution published showing how, since 
the repeal of the Sherman act, pruperty in 
the few eastern states which own the 
capital of the country had vas‘ly in-reased, 
while the depression in all the rest ~f the 
country was uniform. 

On this line The Herald presents s)me 


highly interesting statistics tuken from the 


census reports. It shows how the vecast, 
with an area of only 5 per cent of the tctal 
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BETWEEN 1880 AND 1890 
GAINED AS MUCH IN 


area of the United States and a yupula- 
tion of only 26 per cent of the wrole, has 
43 per cent of the assessed wealth of the 
country. The wealth gained in 1890 is 41 
per cent more than that of 1880. Eighty- 
four per cent of the capital ia savings 
banks is in that section aul 52 per cent of 
the manufactures. These states, the figures 
go on to say, possess but $8 ver cent of the 
fighting strength of the country. 
They Believe Wealth Should Control. 
The maps which are produced here show 
this tendency of wealth away from the 
producing states to the states which are 
technically described as the east, for as the 
writer quotes 2 senator, the west in this 
connection is “not a section but a condi- 
tion,”’ and as ts clearly presented the south 
belongs to the same condition, if not the 
same geographical section, for the same 
cunditions prevail. 
One of these maps shows that between 
1880 and 189% the single eastern state of 
Massachusetts gained as much in assessed 
wealth as nine of the large producng 
states. These nine are Nebraska, lowa, 
Iilinois, Indiana, Louisiana, Mississippi, 
Alabama, Georgia and North Carolina. 
Another map which takes New York as 
the basis for comparison, shows that in 
the same decade the single eastern state

of New York gained as much in wealth as |

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fifteen states. These fifteen states ere Ne- 
braska, Kansas, Iowa, Illino!s, Indiana, 
Kentucky, West Virginia, Virginia, North 
Carolina, Texas, Georgia, Flerida, Aiaba- 
ma, Mississippi and Louisiana. 

It is the eastern id2a, as reflected through 
the press, that this little s@gi'on which 
has grown steadily richer, as by the pro- 
cess of the depleting financial ayetem the 
rest of the country has grown steadily 
poorer, should dominate and rule the rest 
of the country. The present financial sys- 
tem, as The Herald’s maps show, has re- 
sulted in a gradual but certain depletion 
of the producing states, Massachusetts, 
which gains more than rine other states, 
is non-productive and has none. of the 
natural advantages of any one of those 
nine states. New York, the great center 
of money manipulation, has, of course, 
been benefited more greatly from tiis 
system. 

A Western Man’s Views. 

While The Herald's writer argues that it 
is the tariff system which is largely re- 
sponsible, he is fair enough to present the 
argument. of a western senator, who he 
Says is one of the most conservative mem- 
bers of that body, who states the situation 
to be as follows: 

“A belief exists in the west that it is 


the purpose of eastern money loaners and 
capitalists to drain our industries of their 


‘profits by unfriendly legislation; that they 


do not intend to permit an enlarged vol- 
ume of currency, and that by this and like 
means it is their purpose to increase the 
national debt and issue interest bearing 
bonds that will rest as a blanket mortgage 
on the property of the country, and our 
people believe that by the time these bonds 
mature the west will be compelled to fur- 
nish the larger part of the money for 
their payment. 

We feel that through the operation of a 
shrinking volume of money, which has been 
caused by eastern votes and influences for 
purely selfish purposes, the east has placed

“Again, the production of grains and 
meats 1,500 miles from the seaboard is not, 
under the most favorable conditions, high- 
ly remunerative. It is a long haul to 
market, and by means of exorbitant freight 
rates, exacted to pay profit on watered 
stocks, a system cf virtual confiscation 
has been inaugurated, and the profits of 
farming have disappeared. And now, by 
striking down silver, another great source 
of profit has been unjustly taken from us. 

“Still, again, the east is wedded to an 
abnormally high tariff for a distinctly 
protective purpose; that is, for the purpose 
of enabling one class of citizens, through 
the means of; high priced articles caused 
by diminishing the natural competition 
arising from the-sale of imported articles, 
to transfer mugh of the earnings of all 
other classes to their own pockets. It can 
easily be seen that the people of the west 
are compelled to purchase their manufac- 
tured goods from the east with low priced

“It may be truthfully safd in this con- 
neétion that the feeling exists among the 
people of the west, to some extent, that 
the east has, by unduly attempting to con- 
trol the western press, endeavored to cre- 
ate an unwarrantec and false sentiment 
on the tariff, financial and transportation 
questions, as well as a false sentiment, 
through the agency of small western banks, 
on the money question that is inimica) to 
the true interests of our country. 

“Tt is believed in the west that there is a 
fixed purpose on the part of the east to 
continue this order of things and thereby 
trarsfer the wealth of the west from the 
pockets of those who produce ft to the 
pockets of those who have had no hand in 
its production and no sympathy with 
producers.”

tet of speakers, Miessrs. John Temple 
Graves, F. G. duBignon, W. C. Glenn and 
Pleasant A. Stovall, of Savannah. Such a 


galaxy of eloquence, of course, drew a 
large audience, which included many ladies. 
The Savannah gentlemen waited long 
and perhaps patiently at their hotel for 
the coming of an escort. Messrs. Graves 
and Glenn arrived on time, but the other 
speakers came not, and by 8:30 o’clock the 
audience showed signs of restlessness. 
Some of the club members were hastily 
dispatched and after a quarter of an hour, 
they reappeared, leading in the ortors. 

President Alex Smith introduced Colonel 
John Temple Graves, who in turn intro- 
duced Hon. Fleming giuBignon. 

Colonel Graves spoke with his accus- 
tomed earnestness. 

Tomorrow the voice of the people will 
be for the moment the voice of God, said 
Colonel. Graves. History will vindicate 
President Cleveland and it will vindicate 
the advocates of-the single gold standard. 
The eloquent lecturer declared that tne 
time will come ‘when the double goid 
standard will be looked upon as a super- 
stition. The speaker paid a high tribute to 
Mr. duBignon. The mention of Mr. Cleve- 
land’s name elicited some applause, but 
it was nothing compared with the demon- 
stration given to°-Mr. duBignon. This was 
his last speech for United States senator 
and his first appearance before an Atlanta 
audience of similar character. He began by 
referring to the Fort Gaines speech in 
which he had-stated on a friend's authori- 
ty that Hon. Patrick Walsh was privately 
opposed to the free coinage of silver. He 
read a telegram from A, Joseph, Milledge- 
ville, who repeated over his own signature 
the statement which he said had been made 
by “Mr. Walsh—pronouncing the § free 
coinage of silver to be unwise and im- 


practicable, 

Mr. duBignon stated that the meeting 
which he was addressing would remain 
with him as “the brightest memory in his 
campaign.” 

‘We are on the eve of a day,” said he, 
“which is destined to be memorable in 
Georgia’s history.’’ He did not make boast- 
ful ciaims of victory for the gold side to- 
day. This he explained by stating that 
‘‘cnarlatans and demagogues have aroused 
the passions and prejudices of the people.’’ 
Mr. duBignon brefiy mentioned the na- 
tions which have a single silver standard 
and said that not one of them is strong 
enough to do anything else. 

Of bimetallism, Mr. duBignon stated that 
the most intelligent people know that 
bimetallism is a mask. He stated that 
Senator Bacon in his speech at Macon 
Thursday night had not suggested how 
bimetallism could be a success. He sketch- 
ed the history of coinage in this country 
from 1792 to the present. 

‘Silver is now full legal tender and re- 
deemabie in nothing but silver,” he stated. 

Ot the sub-treasury plan of his friend, 
the secretary, Mr. duBignon remarked that 
it is now universally abandoned and laugh- 
ed at. He pictured a distressing state of 
affairs in this country should the govern- 
ment be captured by the free coinage ele- 
ment. 

In passing, Mr, duBignon remarked that 
he expects but little satisfaction out of 
this campaign. 

Mr. duBignon repeated the reference to 
Macon’s representative in congress having 
announced his intention of engaging Eng- 
land solitary and alone in mortal combat. 
In 1873, when silver was at 
a premium over gold, there was a necessi- 
ty for a stable currency and that was the 
Starting pcint of demonetization. 

Mr. duBignon seemed to doubt his own 
chances to be good, for he stated that it 
may be true that the people of our state 
are prepared to commit themselves to the 
—— coinage doctrine, which he depreca- 
t 


Without holéing out any plan of relief 
for the terrible present, Mr. duBignon 
stated that he believed a great ‘ndustria] 
revival was coming. In closing, Mr. du-

Colonel W. C. Glenn spoke very briefly, 
declaring that the movement of the finan- 
cial world for years has been toward the 
single gold standard.

At -Savan- 
nah the ticket agent declined to sell him 
transportation into Charleston for the 
corpse unless permission was first pro- 
cured from the Charleston authorities to 
bring the body in. Mr. Hardaway exhib- 
ited the permit from the Brunswick health 
officer for the body to leave, but this was 
without avail and the coffin was ordered 
off the train. At this juncture the master 
of transportation of the Charleston and 
Savannah road appeared and stated that 
the road was only obeying rules, but he 
would agree to carry the body nearly to 
Charleston and put it off at a junction, 
keeping it there until Mr. Hardaway could 
go into the city, secure a permit and re- 
turn. This offer was accepted and the 
agreement carried out by both parties. 
When the body was finally carried into 
Charleston, a son of Mrs. Hardaway, by 
a former nrarriage, . accompanied his 
mother’s husband to the sexton, to have 
a grave prepared. The sexton refused to 
aliow this until the consent of all the 
owners of the lot were secured. The 
other son of Mrs. Hardaway then had to 
be brought and his permission given be- 
fore the grave was dug. The burial 
finally took place after many hours of 
delay. After returning to Brunswick the 
rooms occupied by Mr. and Mrs. Hard- 
away were entered and the discovery was 
made that while the body of the former 
occupant was being taken away for burial 
some one had entered the rooms and rob- 
bed them of every valuable article »helong- 
ing to the deceased and her husband. The 
authorities were immediately notified and 
commenced work on the case.

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Is Mormonism Reviving? 

Is the curse of Mormonism reviving in 
the state of Utah? 

This question is suggested by certain 
developments which have been observed 
in that state within the last few months. 

Quite a large number of those who 
were formerly identified with the church 
have been extremely active in political 


affairs of late and a systematic effort, 


on the part of the Mormons to revive the 
former power of the church seems to 
have been quietly organized. 

Ata recent semi-annual meeting of the 
church authorities a manifesto was pro- 
mulgated which enjoined upon the mem- 
bers the following rule: 

Tt shall always be observed in the 
church and by every leading official thereof 
that before accepting any position, political 
or otherwise, which would interfere with 
the proper and complete discharge of his 
ecclesiastical duties and before accepting 
a nomination or entering into engagements 
to perform new duties, said official shall 
apply to proper authorities and learn from 
them whether he can consistently with ob- 
ligations already entered into with the 
church upon assuming ‘his office take wpon 
himself the added duties and labors and 
responsibilities of the new position. ~ To 
maintain proper discipline and order in the 
church we deem this absolutely necessary. 

This same manifesto likewise declares, 
possibly for the purpose of disguising the 
real intentions of the church, that no 
infringement is made upon the liberty of 
the citizen, and further disclaims any ef- 
forts whatever to interfere with the af- 
fairs of state. 

The danger arising from this mani- 
festo is disclosed by the fact that a ma- 
jority of the population of Utah belong 
to the Mormon church as it exists today, 
in its so-called purified condition, and 
that such a movement as this on the part 
of the Mormons will place the selection 
of all candidates for public office in the 
hands of the church authorities. 

Last fall the popular candidate for 
United States senator was defeated on 
account of the opposition of the Mormon 
leaders who refused to support him be- 
cause he entered the race without having 
received the indorsement of the church. 

If this ecclesiastical influence contin- 
ues, it will be an easy matter to control, 
the various departments of the govern- 
ment and shape the administration of 
affairs in such a way as to advance the 
cause of Mormonism in that state. 

Unless this movement is speedily 
checked there will be no end of trouble 
Within the next few years. ' 


Why So Few Executions? 

In a recent speech delivered in Bos- 
ton, Mass., on “The Problem of High 
Crime in the United States,’ Hon. An- 
drew D. White, ex-minister to Russia, 
stated that out of every seventy-five per- 


\ sons convicted of murder in this country 


only one of them ever saw the gallows. 

Unless this statement had been accom: 
panied with figures, it might possibly 
have been regarded merely as a piece of 
Instead of this, 
however, it was shown to be a fact. The 
speaker had fully mastered ‘his subject 
and was ready with any number of cita- 
tions to support each proposition which 
he advanced. 

In 1895, using the data furnished by 
this speech, the number of murders com- 
mitted in the United States was 10,500. 
lor 1894 the records show that 9,800 
murders were committed, while for the 
year 1890 there were only 4,230. Mur- 
der, therefore, is rapidly increasing in 
the United States, at least so far as the 


elast six years are concerned. 


Notwithstanding the fact that 10,500 
murders were committed last year, only 
132 legal executions took place. ‘There 
must be some explanation of this failure 
on the part of the various courts of jus- 
tice in the United States to carry out 
the provisions of the law and the ques- 
tion arises: What is this explanation? 

There is no defect in the law, for the 
law distinetly defines the crime of mur- 
der and provides, in express terms, what 
that punishment shall be. 

If not in the law, the difficulty must 
be in the way the law is administered. 
This calls into question the efficiency of 
the courts. As a rule, it is not a wise 
thing to criticise the courts of the land, 
but eourts are human institutions and 
are characterized by all the frailties 
which are incident to weak humanity. 

Perhaps a partial explanation is due to 


rigid policy in the law's administration 
and make it certain that every man who 
violates the law shall suffer the punish- 
ment which the law prescribes.

A potent cause for the small number of 
legal executions cited is the maudlin sym- 
pathy with criminals which leads so many 
persons to sign petitions for the pardon or 
commutation of the sentences of convicted 
murderers. Cases are not infrequent where- 
in the names of the jurors that found the 
verdict, the prosecuting attorney who la- 
bored to convict the man, and the sheriff 
who apprehended him appear upon such 
petitions, sandwiched perhaps between 
those of sentimental women and of men 
prominentgin the religious, social and busi- 
ness life of the community. 

There may be something in this ex- 


planation, but doubtless a number of 
considerations are responsible for the 
result. 

Since 1890 the number of murders com- 
mitted in the United States each year 
have more than doubled. One cause of 
this rapid increase is found in the ex- 
treme laxity of the courts. If justice 
were only certain, something might be 
subtracted from the severity of the pun- 
ishment and yet no evil results would be 
realized. But justice is neither certain 
nor swift and as the record stands, only 
one out of every seventy-five murderers 
suffers the extreme penalty of the law. 
Almost any man on the slightest provo- 
cation is willing to take such a risk as 
this, but if he knew that justice in his 
own case would not only be certain but 
swift, he would desist from committing 
the crime.

While still 
young our hero went to Paris and enter- 
ed the service of M. de Troisvilles. ‘‘While 
there,”’ he says in his memoirs, “I made 
the acquaintance of Porthos, who was my 
father’s neighbor, and who had _ two 
brothers, Athos and Aramis.”’ Every read- 
er of “The Three Musketeers’’ knows these 
great names.

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BROKERS’ LICENSE 
HAS BEEN REVOKED 


The Comptroller General Revokes Seddon 
& Plyer’s License. 


REASONS FOR THE ACTION 


Mr. Outhout, of the Company, Re- 
quested the Step. 


HIS STORY OF THE CAUSES FOR THE ACT 


Says That the Brokers Have Failed 
To Remit—Quite a Sensation in 
Insurance Circles.

The insurance brokerage license of the 
firm of Seddon & Plyer, the kell-known 
insurance firm, with offices in the Inman 
building, was canceled yesterday by Comp- 
troller General W. A. Wright at the re- 
quest of Mr. John Outhout, of New York, 
supervisor of the Manufacturers’ Lloyds 
Fire Insurance Company, 

The cancellation of the license of Messrs. 
Seddon & Plyer, under the circumstances 
SLrrounding the case, caused quite a sen- 
Sation in insurance circles, both among 
agents and inturers, 

Sheddon & Plyer are insurance brokers, 
doing business under the Venable insurance 
law, and has been one of the best Known 
insurance agencies in the city. 

Immediately after the passage of the 
Venable insurance ‘aw, Mr. John Outh- 
out, representing the Manufacturers’ 
Lloyds, one of the strongest insurance com- 
panies of the country, but doing business 
outside of the Southeastern Tariff Associa- 
tion, applied to Comptroller General 
Wright for legal permission to do business 
in the state of Georgia. On the showing 
made by the Lloyds company through its 
representative, Mr. Outhout, permission 
Was granted it to do business.in the state 
of Georgia. The next question with the 
company was the selection of agents to 
transact its business in the siate. Being 
outside of the Southern Tariff Association, 
the company entered the state to do bus- 
iness under the terms of the Venable in- 
surance law, and received its business 
through brokers instead of regularly aue- 
thorized agents, 

Mr. Outhout, while here, met Mr. C. H. 
Plyer, whose father, Mr. C. W. Plyer, is 
one of the best known insurance men in 
New York, and who places nearly $50,000 
annually through the companies represented 
by Mr. Outhout’s companies, and opened 
negotiations with him for handling the 
Georgia business of the Manufacturers’ 
Lloyds, as brokers, under the provision 
of the Venable law, 

Mr. Plyer associated with him in the deal 
Mr. Seddon, a well-Known and popular 
business man, Under the provisions of the 
law, applications for insurance brokerage 
license are required to bear the indorse- 
ment of business men of the highest stand- 
ing, and when the application of Messrs. 
Seddon & Plyer was filed, it bore the sig- 
natures of some of the best Known and 
most promihent men in Atlanta. 

The license was promptly issued, and the 
firm entered the insurance field under the 
most favorable auspices and with brilliant 
They handled a large business, 
and applications for policies came in from 
all over Georgia. But it is alleged by the 
Manufacturers’ Lloyds that the firm did 
not remit premiums promptly, and from 
that cause the present trouble of the firm 
arises, 

Mr. Outhout, the representative of the 
Manufacturers’ Lloyds, and also the Globe 
Fire Insurance Company and United Cities 
Fire Insurance Company of New York, is 
at the Arayon, and is investigating the 
Seddon & Plyer matter. Mr. Outhout said 
last night in discussing the matter: 

“T am very sorry for the firm of Seddon 
& Plyer, but business is business. The 
firm has done a very large business for 
the Manufacturers’ Lloyds in the state, but 
they have not remitted the premiums as 
they should. They have done a fine bus- 
iness since the day they took charge of 
the Lloyds’ interests in Georgia, but they 
have not remitted a dollar in premiums 
since the Ist day of January. Being dis- 
satisfied with the way things were going, 
the company sent me down to rectify mat- 
ters, but after spending six weeks in At- 
finta I have been unable to get a cent, 

‘This firm was not agents of the Lloyds 
company,” continued Mr. Outhout, “but 
simply brokers, who offered us business, to 
be accepted or refused, ag any other: mark- 
etable commodity. the business sent in 
was all right, and we gladly accepted it 
and promptly sent in the policies until the 
premiums due and not accounted for 
amounted to about $3,500. I came to At- 
lanta six weeks ago to endeavor to collect 
the over-due premiums, but have failed ab- 
solutely to get a cent. Seeing that the 
cgse was hopeless, yesterday 1 instructed 
Manufacturers’ Lloyds to cancel all 
policies issued on the applications of Sed- 
don & Plyer, on which the premiums. had 
not been remitted. This was done, and the 
burden fell on the business housés of Geor- 
gia, who insured with them, but it is no 
fault of the insurance company’s. The 
company took the business from Seddon & 
Plyer, as brokers, policies to be furnished 
if risks were approved, and premiums paid, 
and as premiums have not been paid, the 
policies have, of.course, all been canceled. 
We cannot carry insurance unless we are 
paid for it. 

‘The settlement of the matter is not be- 
tween the Manufacturers’ Lloyds Fire In- 
surance Company and the insurers,’’ said 
Mr. Outhout, “‘but between the insurers 
and the brokers. The brokers have simply 
appropriated the morey with which they 
should have bought insurance for their 
clients, and that’s all there is to it. I, yes- 
terday, requested Comptroller yeneral 
Wright to cancel the license of Messrs. 
Seddon & Plyer, and on my showing he 
an "want it distinctly understood,” said 
Mr. Outhout, ‘“‘that this is no reflection on 
the Manufacturers’ Lloyds or the Venable 
insurance law: ft is simply and solely a 
case of misappropriation of funds by the 
firm of Seddon & Plyer. The Manufactur- 
ers’ Lloyds Insurance Company is one of 
the strongest insurance companies doing 
business in the country, and we have not 
only paid all our losses since entering the 
state, but in every case have been the first 
company to #end a check covering losses 
carried in case of fire.”

interest or rights of the producer. This 
may be right “and just in the estimate of 
Europe, but how can southern men join in 
as co-workers into such a wicked plot of 
plunder? They do not stop to consider that 
to fasten as manicles such oppression upon 
the agricultural industry of the south is 
in the end ruinous to them; that to cripple 
and destroy agriculture is sapping the very 
foundations of our political fabric; that 
agriculture destroyed the entire structure 
must fall, but the only consideration is how 
can We get most just now, without regard 
to jrstice and to the rights of others, and 
in the fear of God. It is all selfishness, 
grasping greed, unmitigated plundering on 
the most collossal scale ‘‘ever conceived in 
sin and brought forth in iniquity.” They 
do not appeal to a single patriotic feeling 
or ennobling impulse of the human heart, 
but they cry into the astonished ears of 
the ‘‘wage-carners,” ‘“‘you can get double, 
treble, quadruple the quantities of the lp 
bor, the sweat, the blood, the products of 
the toiling, suffering, oppressed and out- 
raged masses—the farmers—by measuring 
them in the gold standard measure, the 
British gold dollar.’’ Oh, shame, where is 
thy blush? Would not the ‘once = grand 
frames of Washington, Jefferson, Henry, 
Clay, Webster, Jackson, Calhoun, Toombs, 
Stephens, Brown, Colquitt and millions of 
our other patriotic, unselfish dead turn 
over in their graves could they witness the 
Stupendous piracy and vandalism that is 
being enacted in this country? 

They admit the crime of 1873—that Presi- 
dent Grant, who signed the bill did not 
know that the coinage of silver was stop- 
ped; that congressmen in both houses, pres- 
ent and voting for the bill, declare that 
there was no such provision in it: that it 
was a diabolical plot; that, in the language 
of Toombs, “it was a fraud, put through 
by a venal congress, a set of thieves.”’ Still 
they say, let it stand: it is theft, the off- 
spring of corruption; it is the crime of the 
age—‘*but let it stand; Europe and the east 
profits enormously by it and the wage 
earner does to some extent. If you undo 
the wrong it will produce panic.” Such 
patriotism! that cannot rise higher than 
to gain robbers for gain, and end a “‘crime” 
for fear that it will produce panic. 

But these wage earners are not only 
greedy, grasping, dishonest fools, who de- 
sire gain in such a manner. They know 
that the prosperity of this country depends 
on the prosperity of all classes; they are 
dependent upon each other: that one cannot 
be destroyed without injuring all. They 
know if the farmer is ruined and can get 
Ifttle or nothing for his produce, as Law- 
son wishes him to get only 2 cents for his 
cotton, that he cannot buy from his mer- 
chant: that if the country merchant has 
little or no trade the city merchant, man- 
ufacturer and wage earner will be without 
trade and wages, and that when the foun- 
dation is destroved the house will fall: then 
what is the gdid standard worth to him 
when he has no work? 

The intelligent wage-earner is not easily 
fooled by designing, scheming gold stand- 
ard demagogues. but today they will 
throw off the yoke of oppression that has 
been fastened upon their necks by Sherman 
and his allies. J. W. GOLDSMITH.

Toor Average Crop Reports Caused a 
Sharp Advance in Wheat. 
Chicago, June 5.—Wheat prices climbed 
higher today, the strength and advace be- 
ing the result of the poor average on the 
crop shown by the Ohio, Indiana and M'!s- 
souri reports issued during the past few 
days, the rumor that Michigan also showed 
a falling off and the probability that the 
government in its report will be forecd 
to ndmit a decline in the general average 
of winter wheat of from at least 5 to 7 
points. The shorts were at times during 
the session vigorous buyers, and it was a 
matter of fact that the bulls were expe- 
riencing a decided revival of confidence. A 
heavy professional who has a crop expert 
traveling in his interest, and who has been 
avowedly bullish fn his views ,was work- 
ing aggressively fur better prices. During 
the first and last half hours there were 
sharp bulgee acccmpanied by rather excit- 
ing trading. July wheat opened from 58% 
to 58%c, advanced to 59%c, closing at 59ec 
—1% higher than yesterday. Cash wheat 

was firm and 1@l%c per bushel higher. 

Corn opened slightly higher by virtue of 
the strength prevailing in wheat. There 
was nevertheless an apparent lack of con- 
fidence in the market, which afterwards 
made itself conspicuous by a falling away 
in prices. Business was moderately active 
at intervals, whilst at other times apathy 
and dullness were the prominent features 
of the trade.

CAPJOYNER WON'T G0 


He Has Decided To Give Up His Trip 
to London. 


DECISION REACHED YESTERDAY 


England Is Behind This Country in 
Fighting Fire and There’s 
Little To Learn. 


Captain W. R. Joyner, Atlanta's fire 


chief, will not so to London. 

After being in an undecided state of 
mind for several days he made his de- 
cision not to go yesterday afternoon and 
will therefore not sail on the 10th. “Cap” 
received two letters from New York yes- 
terday and the contents of these was 
what caused him to decline the invitation. 

When the invitation was first received 
by him, Chief Joyner said that he thought 
he would not make the trip and the let- 
ters yesterday fully decided him. After 
carefully investigating the affair he has 
discovered thoat the trip would be in no 
wise beneficial to the city and would only 
be a loss of time, and mainly for. this 
reason he will remain at home to help pro- 
tect Atlanta from the fire fiend. 

The invitation, being one of the only 
two that were sent to fire chifs in the 
United States, was quite an honor to 
‘Cap’ and to the city. He greatly ap- 
preciates the honor done him and the 
city and will write a letter of thanks to 
the general honorable secretary. 

Chief Joyner was advised by the mayor 
and the board of fire masters that it 
was their desire that he take the trip and 
they, by his special request, left the 
matter entirely in his hands. He appre- 
ciates the honor that was done him by 
the mayor in the action that he took and 
he appreciates the confidence that was 
placed in him by the board of fire mas- 
ters in leaving the matter entirely in his 
hands. : 

The trip to London is the one that “Cap’’ 
would like very much to take, but under 
the circumstances he thinks that it would 
be best for him to remain in Atlanta. 


The Trip Would Do No Good. 


“T have decided not to take the trip 
to London,” said Chief Joyner yesterday. 
“After investigating the affair I find that 
it would be entirely void of benefit to me 
or to the city, and 1 could do a great 
deal more good at home. 

“Ireceived two letters today and from 
their contents I find that the trip will 
be more in the shape of a big frolic than 
anything else, and tor that reason 1 have 
declined the kind invitation to aitend 
the torumament at London, which will 
the direct supervision of the 
queen. I appreciate the action that the 
board of tire masters took and thank 
them for the confidence that they placed 
in me gin leaving the matter entirely in 
my hands. I appreciate the kindness of 
the mayor in expressing himself as desir- 
ous that I make the trip, and in declin- 
ing the invitation I feel that 1 am work- 
ing for the best interests of the city. 

“Mr. Beasley, the agent here from Eng- 
land who is to take charge of the teams 
who embark for London on the Wth, ac- 
knowledged a few days ago that Europe 
was twenty-five years behind the United 
States in her methods of fighting fire. 
The principal object of the tournamer is 
to Rave teams from the United St ‘s 
perform for the benetit of the departments 
of England so that they may be taught 
the improved methods of fighting fire. 
I know how fire is fought in the United 
States and could learn nothing by going 
to London.”’ 

Chief Joyner'’s decision will be accepted 
by the board of fire masters, since 
matter was left .entirely in his 
The mayor and the board of fire. mas- 
ters were extremely anxious for ‘“‘Cap” to 
make the trip, but they Know that he 
will do what is best and his decision 
will therefore be accepted.

T. P, Cleveland. The meeting will re- 
quest the presbytery to consider 
and act upon the pastor’s resignation.

Rev. Mr. Chalmers will preside over the 
meeting, and act as moderator, Later he 
will deliver the morning sermon. Dr, Cleve- 
land will not be present. 

It is said that there is considerable divi- 
sion in the church. A member of the con- 
gregation, speaking of the matter, said 
yesterday that the action of the elders in 
calling for the resignation of Mr. Cleve- 
land had widened the breach and that the 
division was now greater than ever. 

“It was the work of the elders—two or 
three of them,” he said. ‘There has been 
no meeting of @he congregation as has 
been given out. The meeting tomorrow will 
be the first public meeting of the congre- 
gation, and it will afford the members 
their first opportunity of voicing their 
sentiments in the matter of Dr. Cleveland’s 
resignation. 

“There was @ small meeting at Mr. Lang- 
ley’s residence, and at that meeting | it 
was decided to ask for Dr. Cleveland’s 
resignation. It could not be called a meet- 
ing of the congregation, as less than a 
dozen members were present. At that 
meeting the action I speak of was taken. 
There are two or three of the elders who 
= particularly against Dr. Cleveland and 
= of the movement to have him re- 

“Of course, I can’t say wh - 
ing tomorrow will develop. ae Ge nee 
interesting, I think. There’s no denying 
the fact that the church is divided, al- 
though I trust it is not seriously so. Oh, 
I hardly think it possible that Dr. Cleve- 
land will remain. [ don’t see how that 
could very well be brought about. The mat- 
ter is in such shape now as to render that 
next to impossible. It would take a great 
deal to persuade him to revoke his resig- 
nation. But I trust at the meeting tomor- 
row that the division in the church will 
be healed, and that everything will be am- 
icably settled. 

“Dr. Cleveland has been a faithful min- 
ister. Hie is an earnest man and an able 
man. It is unfortunate that the church 
has been unable to meet the payments of 
his salary as they fell due. He deserves 
well of the congregation and L do certain- 
ly trust that he will receive a call from 
some good church He is greatly beloved 
by his people.” 

The presbytery will meet and act on Dr. 
Cleveland’s resignation June llth. Until 
that time the entire matter will be in an 
unsettled state. Not until after that time 
will a new pastor be selected.

ROB COBB TRIED TO ROB HER 


But She Fought Him With an Un- 
brella—He Was Locked Up 
Last Night.

Cobb did not succeed in securing any 
bocty Saturday night, although he drew 
a knife on his vietim and threatened to cut 
her to pieces if she did not give up every 
cent she had. The woman was a little too 
brave for him, thouga, and managed to 
keep the robber at bay until he was scar- 
ed off by passersbyy 

His Clever Scheme. 

The robbery was one of the most dar- 
ing that has occurfed dn this city for sume 
time. The officers >have been looking ‘for 
the man ever since the affair occurred, and 
only succeeded in locating him last night. 

Ella Smith, the woman on whom the at- 
tempt was made, was standing at the cor- 
ner of Edgewood ,avenue and Peachtree 
street last Saturday night about 11 o’clock 
waiting for a car. Cobb approached her 
and told her that a friend of hers was 
drunk on Whitehall. street and wanted to 
see her. Ella weft with Cobb down Peach- 
tree street to the raitroad. As the couple 
were crossing the tracks the negro turned 
to the woman, seized her by the arm and 
with drawn knife, and an oath, demanded 
that she give up all the money she had, 

Used Her Umbrella. 

The woman was terrified for a moment, 
but finally decided that she would not sur- 
render her little sum so easily, and she 
fouznt Cobb with her umbrella, Before 
he had time to secure her purse a crowd

was too fast for them and disappeared 
through a neighboring alley. The woman 
consulted an officer and she decided to 
have him arrested at first sight. 

She did not see Cobb until about 9 o’clock 
last night, when he was found standing in 
a door on lower Peachtree street. Cobb 
saw her also at tg Same time and pulled 
his hat over his face hoping that he would 
not be recognized. 

Went for an Officer. 


The woman immediately went in search 
of an officer and in a short while Cobb was 
arrested, placed in a patrol Wagon and 
carried to the station house. Ella positive- 
ly identified him as being the man who 
had tried tto rob her. 

The negro was seen by a Constitution 
representative last night and he positively 
asserted his innocence. He stated that he 
never tried to rob Ella Smith in his life, 
and that he was at the Grand opera house 
at the time the assault. is purported to 
have been committed, where he-is em- 
ployed as a stage hand. 

The woman claims she has several wit- 
nesses who will swear that they saw. Cobb 
attempt the robbery, having been near by 
at the time. She is a school teacher, and 
is a highly respectable colored woman, She 
only had $3 about her person at the time, 
and it was only by downright pluck and 
bravery that she retained it.

He proved decidedly slow 
in rendering his decisions, frequently paus- 
ing long enough after the ball had been 
delivered to look at his indicater before 
announcing. Two or three times he 
Was pretty rank, rank ‘enough to 
get not only the bleachers but the grand 
stand after him. It isn’t often an Atlanta 
crowd gets after an umpire, but when it 
does, that umpire is mighty apt to find out 
what misery really means.

Want of judgment, and put the crowd 
after him in great shape. So intense were 
the feelings of the people at one stage of 
the game that the hisses and hoots given 
Day did not satisfy the people.

‘once he was compelled to call them down. 
Bowman, Dowie and Knox were very 
prominent in jolting against Day’s decision.

_ One person on the grounds, outside the

More 
than once Day threatened to put Knox 
out of the game, and more than once -he 
Was appealed to by the crowd to put him 
out. But Day either did not have the 
nerve or the inclination to do as he evi- 
dently should have done. 

And yet in the eighth inning Day put 
Callahan out of the game without ANY ap- 
Parent cause. Up to that time Callahan 
had not been heard, but when he r:ade a 
protest against a decision at second, Day 
lost no time in ordering him out of the 
game. So quiet was Callahan in his pro- 
test that he was on the bench almost before 
people knew what was going on. But when 
the crowd did catch on, Day’s life was 
made miserable for a few minutes. 

Callahan's absence weakened the team and 
helped the New Orleans to a run.

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In these days when people are so clever 
they can read character from handwrit- 
ing, glance at the palm of the hand and 
tell the history of a lifetime, it is not sur- 
prising that the study of the eye should 
be entertaining the character readers.

wanted to help it, which is a matter for 
fair doubt. 

“The bright-eyed girl is a girl with a 
quickened soul and nearly always an alert 
understanding. Many women have edu- 
cation and culture and quick comprehen- 
gion who do not come under the head 
where is found the bright-eyed girl. Their 
souls are stagnant. The sympathetic touch 
that stirs the mirrored depth in the bright- 
eyed girl is strangled in their cold men- 
tality. Conversation that leaps from string 
to string, as sweetly changing music from 
the skillfully challenged chord, so delight- 
ful with the bright-eyed girl, becomes 
with others a merely intellectual arrange- 
ment of words and sentences.

“Of all people in the world,” said-a well- 
known Russian diplomat, ‘‘Americans are 
the most adaptable, their mental and s50- 
cial flexibility being really remarkable.

Looks as if He Will Be Offered Pastorate 
of First Baptist Church. 


CONSENTS TO SEE: COMMITTEE 


Mr. John M. Green and Others Gone 
to Brooklyn. 


DR. DIXON TALKS OF THE PROPOSED OFFER 


Will Meet the Committee and May 
Decide To Come to Atlanta To Fill 
Dr. Hawthorne’s Pulpit. 


Dr. C. A. Stakeley, the fanfous Baptist 
minister of Washington, is not the only 
minister who has been approached by the 
committee of fifty from the First Baptist 
church with reference to coming here. 

Dr. A. C. Dixon, of Brooklyn, has been 
communicated with by the committee and 
it is not at all improbable that he will be 
offered Dr. Hawthorne's pulpit. The offer 
will be made before next Monday by a 
committee headed by Mr. John M. Green, 
now en route to Brooklyn. 

It was generally denied by the Atlanta 
committee yesterday that Dr. Stakeley had 
been offered the pastorship of the First 
Baptist church. They stated that the doo- 
tor had been considered. 

Mr. John M. Green, a prominent mem- 
ber of the committee, stated that no com- 
mittee had been appointed to go to Wash- 
ington to see Dr. Stakeley or to confer with 
him in any way. 

“The report from Washington is a mis- 
take. I can assure you of that,” said he. 

‘Isn’t it true that Dr. Stakeley will be 
offered she position of pastor of the 
church?”’ was asked Mr. Green. 

Mr. Green refused to give any definite 
reply to this. He stated,. however, that he 
was familiar with all the actions of the 
committee and that no action looking to 
the offering of the place to Dr. Stakeley 
had been taken. 

Mr. Green was very reticent about the 
matter; in fact, he would give out no in- 
formation whatever concerning the subject 
of Dr. Hawthorne's successor. 

“We are at work and we expect to reach 
some definite results soon. Beyond that I 
can say nothing, Wait a little while and 
there will be developments. Beyond this 
there is nothing now to be said.’’ This was 
all that Mr. Green could be induced to say. 

Mr. Green was not in his office yesterday 
afternoon and he was not at home last 
night. It was stated at his home that he 
would be out of the city for a week. His 
family could not say where he had gone, 

It developed, however, that Mr. Green 
left the city on the Southern’s vestibuled 
train at noon yesterday and that he was 
bound for New York. He was accompanied 
by Mr. B. F. Abbott, another member of 
the pastor committee of the First Baptist 
church, and a third member of the com- 
mittee was with them. 

The destination of the three gentlemen 
was Brooklyn. They will arrive in the city 
of churches today and will be in Dr. A. 
C. Dixon’s congregation tomorrow morn- 
ing. They will have a conference either 
tomorrow or Mondey regarding the coming 
of Pastor Dixon to Atlanta. 

They will make him an offer and in case 


Mr. Dixon accepts he will come at once. 


to Atlanta, probably reaching here before 


the first of July. 

As was stated in last Sunday’s Constitu- 
tion there has been a strong likelihood of 
Dr. Dixon’s coming since Dr. Hawthorne 
resigned. Dr. Hawthorne is strongly in 
favor of Dr. Dixon. He recommended him 
to the committee. Dr. Dixon is one of the 
famous Baptist ministers of the country 
and is one of the leading ministers of 
Brooklyn. He is a brother of Rev. Thomas 
A. Dixon, but is on a very different style. 
There is no similarity. between the two 
ministers. Both are from North Carolina, 
both are self-made and both are famous, 
the one in New York, the other in Brook- 
lyn. Dr. Hawthorne and Dr. Thomas A. 
Dixon have been for a long while severely 
antagonistic to each other, but the very 
‘warmest friendship has always existed be- 
tween Dr. A. C. Dixon and Dr. Hawthorne. 
They have known each other for a good 
many years, having first met while Dr. 
Hawthorne was pastor of a church in Rich- 
mond. 

Dr. Dixon is a man of great power. He 
has been characterized as a genius and 
such he is. He draws a vast congregation 
every Sunday and his church is nearly 
always filled to overflowing. 

Several days ago ex-Governor Northen 
telegraphed to Dr. Dixon asking if. he 
would meet a committee from the First 
Baptist church looking to his,coming to 
this city as pastor of Dr. Hawthofne’s 
church. Dr. Dixon replied that he would. 
It is supposed that later telegrams fixed 
the time of meeting betwecm the commit- 
tee and Dr. Dixon, as the Atlanta commit- 
tee left yesterday. u : 

The Brooklyn Eagle has heard of the 
efforts to bring Dr. Dixon here and its 
issue yesterday had the following story 
concerning his probable coming: 

“Concerning the report of a call to the 
First Baptist church of Atlanta, Ga., Dr. 
A. C. Dion said today to an Eagle re- 
porter: 

‘**T have not been called, nor do I know 
whether I will be. As to what I would do 
if I were called I cannot say, nor will I 
Say until the contingency comes. The facts 
from which the rumor comes are these: 
At Asbury Park, during the Baptist con- 
vntion there. I was approached by a gen- 
tleman named Campbell, a member of the 
First Baptist church, who asked ine if I 
would accept a Call to that pulpit, recently 
vacated by the Rev. J. B. Hawthorne. I 
told him litely it was a question I could 
not consider until it had arrived in formal 
shape; that wisile the pastorate of a church 
of so much importance would be a com- 
pliment, I liked work, and could find plenty 
of it, agreeable and rewarding, in my pres 
ent charge and at Cooper union. I have 
and a leading Baptist of Atlanta, asking 
whether or not I would meet some gentle- 
men and when. I have answered him that 
I would. I would not care to say more 
about it now. After the meeting I may 
be willing to say something to The Eagle. 
I may suppose what the gentlemen want 
to see me about, but have no right to say. I 
would say that if 1 Jeave my present 
charge it would be through no dislike of 
the work or the people, nor feeling of dis- 
couragement. In every way I am satis- 
fied.’ ’’ 

Dr. Stakeley’s Church Alarmed. 

Washington, June 5.—(Special.)—The re- 
port that Dr. Stakeley had been called to 
the First Baptist church at Atlanta came 
from Washington delegates to the Chatta- 
nooga convention. It seems that the At- 
lanta people invited him to preach there 
Sundiy after the convention. Some of his 
Atlania friends wanted the congregation 
to heer him and it was suggested that 
the church would call him if it was known 
he wot d accept. Dr. Stakeley declined to 
preach 4% trial sermon, it seems, having 
to retur1 to his own church.here. Dr. 


Stakeley has been out of Washington un- 
til today all this week, but’ his friends and 
congregation have been talking about _ it. 
The papers yesterday printed something 
about it, and his congregation has been 
greatly excited and alarmed over the pos- 
sibility of his leaving here. _ 

He has been here nine years and has 
built up his church wonderfully. He has 
the reputation of being the most polished 
orator and thoroughly equipped minister 
in Washington. Indeed there are few if 
any ministers in the land his superior. 

Dr. Stakeley himself declines to talk 
about the matter. Its publication has 
Breatly annoyed him. lt is known that he 
has not been definitely called, but it 
seems that some of his friends in Atlanta 
Wanted the church to tender him the va- 
cancy. It would do well to get him. His 
friends there, however, don’t think he 
could be induced to give up his present 
charge. 


TRUSTEES IN SESSION. 


They Are Attending to the Business 
of Clark Unversity. 

The trustees of Clark university have 
been in session the last two days. Several 
of the distinguished men of the church 
were present—Bishops J. M. Walden and 
J. C. Hartzell, also Drs. Hamilton and 
Mason, corresponding secretaries of the 
Freedman’s Aid and Southern Education- 
al Society. 

All the interests of the university were 
most thoroughly discussed. At the open- 
ing of the meeting on Thursday morning 
the following resolutions, offered by Profes- 
sor W. H. Crogman, were unanimously 
adopted by the board by a rising vote: 

**Whereas, Since the last meeting of this 
board there has been removed from among 
us, by death, Bishop Atticus Haygood, the 
friend of humanity, the courageous cham- 
pion of human rights, the aggressive ad- 
vocate of all wholesome reforms, the ear- 
nest, untiring friend of popular educa- 
tion and warm friend of this particular 
school; therefore, 

“Resolved, That in the death of this 
great and good man We experience a sense 
of loss for which words can give no ade- 
quate expression. 

*“Resolved, That we do hereby place on 
record our very. high estimate of his man- 
ly, Christian character and our most 
hearty appreciation of his great services 
to the whole country. 

**Resolved, That while we bow in submis- 
sion to the providence that has removed 
him in the prime of his manhood, and at 
the zenith of his influence, we are: inex- 
pressibly thankful that he was given to 
us at an opportune time, and that he was 
enabled to work so effectively and to see 
his labors crowned with success. 

“Resolved, That these resolutions be 
spread upon our records, and that copies 
of the same be sent to the daily press and 
to his estimable widow, with the assurance 
of our sympathy with her in her recent 
sore bereavement.” 


SHRINKAGE OF THE “2,000.” 


It Will Be Surprising if the List Fur- 
nishes 750 Votes. 

A prominent champion of silver’s cause 
Was the center of an interested: crowd in 
the corridor of the Kimball house last 
night. He held in his hand a copy of the 
published list of the gold standard club’s 
“two thousand votes,’’ and he was pointing 
Out a few of the many inaccuracies con- 
tained therein. 

As he read the names of a number of 
republicans he arcused a great deal of 
laughter.

IN HIS ACCOUNTS 


Benjamin Berry Locked Up on a Very 
Sellous Charge 


THE AMOUNT IS ABOUT $300 


Was a Salesman for the G. T. Dodd 
Grocery Company. 


BERRY CLAIMS THAT HE IS INNOCENT 


He Is Accused of Collecting Money 
and Not Accounting for It—What 
Mr. Dood Has To Say. 


Benjamin Berry, a white man thrty-one 
years of age, was arrested and locred up 
at police headquarters yesterday afternoon 
on the serious charge of embezzlemant., 

Berry is accused of having misappro- 
priated between $200 and $300 from the 
Dodd Grocery Compseny, of this city, by 
whom he was employed as traveling saes- 
man. The firm has been aware of the 
shortage for a week, but did not decide to 
arrest Berry until yesterday afternoon, 

The alleged defaulter says that he s 
entirely innocent of amy such charge 
and states that he will settle the entire 
amount of the discrepency with his firm 
this morning. He has telegraphed for the 
money, and if he is fortunate in securing 
the amount, it is most probable that the 
charges will be withdrawn by his employ- 
ers. ’ 

Berry acknowledges that he has failed 
to account for $157 of the money, but 
denies that the amount will reach $300. 
He states that he has never appropriated 
one cent of the firm's money and claims 
that the above deficiency was stolen 
from him in one of the hotels at which he 
was stopping in his territory on his last 
trip. 

| Collected the Money. ! 

The Dodd Grocery Company has several 
traveling men at work throughout the 
southern territory, and it is their duty 
not only to sell the goods, but to collect 
for the same. It is claimed that Berry 
collected accounts in this way for which 
he never made any returns. 

The drummers are instructed to give the 
customers receipts for the amounts paid 
and to turn over the money to the firm 
when they come into the city. Berry re- 
turned from his regular trip about a 
week ago. He had collected about $3800 
and was $157 short. He immediately ac- 
knowledged the deficiency and has been 
trying td raise the amount, but has so 


far failed to do so. 

The firm claims that the shortage will 
not stop at the amount claimed by Berry. 
They cannot determine the exact amount 
until all the merchants are heard from in 
Berry's territory. The senior member 
of the firm stated last night that he 
thought the amount would probably reach 
$300. 

How It Was Discovered. 

The firm did not discover until about a 
week ago that Berry was short in his 
accounts. The discovery was made in a 
very unusual manner. Bills were sent out 
from the house to merchants throughout 
the state who had purchased goods, and 
the documents were returned with: the 
information that a settlement had been 
made with Berry. 

As the drummér had made no returns 
of some of the amounts paid him the 
firm grew suspicious and began a thorough 
investigation of Berry’s accounts. When 
he returned to the city from his regular 
trip about a week ago he was approach- 
ed by Mr. Dodd about the matter and 
acknowledged that he was short $157. 

Berry says that the money disappeared 
in a most mysterious mannér, claiming 
that it must have been stolen. 
that as soon as he collected the various 
accounts Ne placed the money in his 
pockets and never counted it again. Dur- 
img his visits ‘to the smaller countrv 
towns he sleeps with the windows in his 
room wide open, often keeping the light 
burning all night, and his vest, in which 
the money was kept, hanging on a chair. 

The theory of the accused man is that 
on one of these occasions, he does not 
know when, a thief treacherously entered 
his room while he was wrapped in “the 
aeaceful arms of Morpheus and made 
away with a good sum of his collections. 


Willing To Settle. 


Berry is more than willing to settle the 
amount of his deficiency and claims that 
the full sum will be fixed this morning 
when the answer to his telegram arrives. 
If he is able to do this the Dodd Grocery 
Company may withdraw the charges and 
allow Berry to be released. 

The firm is not anxious to prosecute the 
man, While they will not tolerate such 
business among their employes, yet the 
evidence against Berry is not positive, and 
the amount not very large, and it is 
probable that the .affair will be satisfac- 
torily settled to all parties concerned 
some time today. 


Mr. Dodd Talks. 


Mr. G. T. Dodd, the senior member of 
the firm, was seen by a Constitution rep- 
resentative last night and deplores the 
affair very greatly. 

“We are very sorry,”” said he, “that 
the defalcation has occurred. Mr. Berry 
claims that he can explain the deficiency 
and will reimburse us for the whole 
amount. He says that he has never ap- 
propriated one cent of our money and 
that he can prove it. While there is no 
positive evidence ggainst him, yet -we 
camé to the conclusion that the grounds 
were strong enough to have him arrested 
and we did so yesterday afternoon. He 
may possibly explain the shortage all 
right, and of course if he does we will 
be glad to withdraw the charges, but the 
evidence now looks rather against him. 
We do not know the exact amount of 
the shortage, but think it will be between 
$200 and . Berry acknowledges that 
he {fs $157 short, and claims that he lost 
tt or that it was stolen from him.’’ 

Other Side of the Case. 

Mr. Berry was also seen at the station 

house and was rather averse to talking 


about the matter. He stated, though, that 
he is entirely innocent of the charge of
